Specification 

1 . Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant 
may become aware in the specification and the claims. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the Unrted 
States. 

4. Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fifield et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,022,006). 

Fifield et al disclose an integrated memory (Figure 1), comprising: 
bit lines (Figure 1, BIT LINE); 

word lines (WL) intersecting the bit lines at points of intersection; 
memory cells (Figure 1 ) disposed at the points of intersection between the word 
lines and the bit lines; 
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at least one reference word line (RWL) intersecting the bit lines at points of 
intersection; 

reference cells (REFERENCE CELLS) disposed at the points of intersection 
between the at least one reference word line and the bit lines, the reference cells 
generate a reference potential on the bit lines before an access operation to one of the 
memory cells; 

a redundant word line (REDUNDANT WORD LINE) intersecting the bits lines at 

points of intersection; 

redundant memory cells (REDUNDANCY) disposed at the points of intersection 

between the redundant word line and the bit lines; and 

a programmable activation unit ( Column 5, lines 12-14) having a programming 
state governing if the redundant word line connected to the redundant memory cells 
replaces one of the word lines connected to the memory cells or the at least one 
reference word line connected to the reference cells during operation of the integrated 
memory (Column 5, lines 5-21). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. Because the prior art does not teach an integrated 
memory comprising if the reference word line is being replaced by the redundant word 
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line, the second subunit activates the redundant word line for generating the reference 
potential, before one of the word lines is activated as claim 2 discloses.
